DANGER  FROM  FIRES  IN  WOODLANDS 

WOODLAND  LITTER,  WHEN  DRY,  IS  HIGHLY 
INFLAMMABLE  AND  FIRES  CAN  QUICKLY  GET 
OUT  OF  CONTROL.  WE  REQUEST  YOUR  CO- 
OPERATION TO  CONTROL  ALL  FIRES  SO  THAT 
LIVES  AND  PROPERTY  MAY  NOT  BE  ENDAN- 
GERED OR  DESTROYED,  AND  FORESTS  BE  KEPT 
GREEN  TO  FURNISH  THE  NATURAL  BEAUTY 
WE  ALL  ENJOY  AND  TO  GROW  TIMBER  WE 
WILL  NEED. 

WHAT  IS   "WOODLAND"? 

The  term  "woodland"  is  defined  by  law  to  include, 
"cut-over  land,  slash  and  such  other  land  as  bears  a 
sufficient  amount  of  wood  growth,  wood,  weeds,  grass 
or  other  growth  as  to  be  likely  to  be  burned  over." 

WHEN  IN  THE  WOODS,  YOU  ARE  EXPECTED 
TO  EXERCISE  CAUTION  IN  THE  USE  OF  FIRE 
AND  TO  REMEMBER  THAT 

IT  IS  UNLAWFUL  TO 

Throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigarettes,  or  other 
burning  substances  from  vehicles  or  otherwise. 

Burn  brush,  rubbish,  grass  or  other  materials 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  without 
written  permission  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

Kindle  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  on  land  of  another 
without  permission  from  the  owner  or  his  agent. 

Leave  an  open  fire  burning  unattended. 

Fail  to  report  a  forest  or  brush  fire  that  is  out 
of  control. 

VIOLATORS  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  THESE  PENALTIES 

Anyone  letting  a  fire  escape  from  control,  whether 
or  not  he  has  a  permit  to  kindle  the  fire,  is  liable  for 
the  costs  of  extinguishing  the  fire. 
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Anyone  found  guilty  of  dropping  inflammable 
material  in  or  near  woodland  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $25.00. 

A  person  failing  to  report  an  uncontrolled  brush 
or  forest  fire  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10.00. 

For  kindling  a  fire  in  woodland  of  another  with- 
out permission  of  the  owner,  or  for  kindling  any  fire 
without  a  permit  when  a  permit  is  required,  a  person 
may  be  fined  not  more  than  $200.00,  or  imprisoned 
60  days. 

DAMAGES 

Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that 
shall  run  upon  the  land  of  another,  shall  pay  to  the 
owner  all  damages  done  by  such  fire. 

BE  SURE  —  GET  A  PERMIT 

Incinerators  should  be  tight,  with  a  close  mesh 
screen,  and  be  on  clean  ground. 

Open  fireplaces  used  to  burn  rubbish  are  classed 
as  incinerators. 

Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  pre- 
vent its  spread. 

Never  burn  in  dry,  windy  weather. 

Have  incinerators   inspected  by  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  get  his  written  permission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Tamworth: 

During  the  school  year  1955-56  the  teachers  in 
the  Tamworth  School  were: 

Mr.  Ronald  Corkum,  Principal  Grade  6 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Brady  Grades  7  and  8 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Pulsifsr  Grades  4  and  5 

Miss  Margaret  King  Grade  3 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Remick  Grade  2 

Mrs.  Ethel  Berry  Grade  1 

For  the  current  year  Mr.  Corkum  teaches  the 
mathematics  and  science  in  grades  7  and  8,  and  Mrs. 
Brady  teaches  English  and  the  social  sciences;  Mrs. 
Henrietta  Kane,  of  Ossipee  teaches  grades  5  and  6; 
Mrs.  Pulsifer  teaches  grade  4,  and  the  rest  of  the 
staff  teach  the  same  grades  as  last  year.  We  are 
most  fortunate  to  have  such  a  competent  staff  of 
teachers. 

During  the  year  the  Tamworth  School  enrolled 
177  pupils  with  an  average  daily  membership  of  168.6. 
As  of  the  date  this  is  written  there  have  been  179 
pupils  enrolled. 

There  were  65  high  school  pupils  enrolled  at 
Kennett  High  School,  one  at  Brewster  Academy,  and 
one  at  Fryeburg  Academy.  Currently  there  are  61 
pupils  enrolled  at  Kennett  High  School  and  1  at 
Fryeburg  Academy.  Of  these  12  are  seniors.  The 
present  eighth  grade  has  an  enrollment  of  17.  The 
tuition  rate  in  1955-56  was  $290.00  and  is  $305.00 
during  the  current  year. 
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The  supervision  of  the  health  program  was  under 
the  competent  direction  of  Mrs.  Thelma  Roberts  who 
continues  in  this  position  during  the  current  year. 
The  Salk  Polio  Innoculation  Program  initiated  in  1954 
was  continued  through  the  cooperation  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health,  Mrs.  Roberts  and  local  phy- 
sicians. 

The  big  event  of  the  year  took  place  when  school 
opened  in  January  and  the  first  classes  were  held 
in  the  new  building.  The  spacious  and  beautifully 
decorated  rooms,  the  gymnasium,  the  modern  kitchen, 
and  all  other  excellent  facilities  have  made  a  great 
contribution  to  a  better  education  for  Tamworth  boys 
and  girls.  The  teachers  and  pupils  take  great  pride 
in  the  building  and  are  taking  excellent  care  of  it.  It 
was  the  intent  of  the  school  board  and  the  building 
committee  that  the  building  should  serve  as  a  com- 
munity center.  Several  community  organizations  have 
made  quite  frequent  use  of  the  gymnasium  and  other 
facilities.  Custodian  William  Hidden  is  keeping  the 
building  in  excellent  condition. 

The  development  of  the  athletic  field  by  the  Tam- 
worth Foundation  is  proceeding  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Richard  Read.  This  is  a  very  important  con- 
tribution to  the  entire  educational  program  and  should 
prove  to  be  of  great  value  to  the  community. 

Several  other  projects  are  providing  valuable  con- 
tributions to  the  educational  welfare  of  Tamworth 
pupils.  Among  these  is  the  school  library  service 
which  is  reported  on  these  pages  by  the  library  com- 
mittee. The  stamp  and  bond  saving  project,  quite 
generally  carried  on  during  World  War  II,  has  been 
renewed  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Tamworth 
Women's  Club.     The  P.  T.  A.  has  undertaken  to  raise 
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money  to  purchase  a  new  motion  picture  projector 
to  replace  the  old  projector  which  has  seen  many 
years  of  service.  Instruction  in  skiing,  which  has 
been  provided  for  several  years  by  the  Tamworth  Out- 
ing Club,  is  again  functioning  this  year.  We  are  most 
grateful  for  the  interest  shown  by  these  organiza- 
tions and  for  the  many  fine  services  provided. 

The  splendid  cooperation  of  the  school  board, 
teachers,  pupils,  and  citizens  is  most  sincerely  appre- 
ciated.

The  Tamworth  School  now  has  the  beginnings 
of  a  small  but  excellent  library.  A  Library  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  Mrs.  Chester  Davis,  P.  T.  A. 
President,  solicited  donations  from  Tamworth  citi- 
zens. The  P.  T.  A.  Fair  held  in  the  school  in  July 
added  over  $200.00  to  the  Library  Fund.  A  local 
architect  donated  plans  for  the  three  book  shelves  in 
the  front  hall.  A  large  number  of  good  books,  2  dic- 
tionaries, and  a  set  of  enclyclopedias  have  been  given 
to  the  school.  Mrs.  Myrick  Crane,  Mrs.  Harry  Damon, 
Mrs.  Rolf  Spicer,  and  Mrs.  Parker  Whipple  serve  as 
librarians  one  day  each  week.  Mothers  and  teachers 
have  help  with  catalogueing,  and  other  dull  but  neces- 
sary work.  Last  year  from  January  -  June  a  total 
of  2,201  books  were  signed  out,  an  average  of  157 
per  week.  An  average  of  200  books  per  week  have 
been  withdrawn  during  this  school  year.  The  libra- 
rians feel  that  this  is  due  to  the  larger  number  and 
variety  of  books  we  have  to  offer.  We  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
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given  of  their  ideas,  time  and  money  to  make  this  im- 
portant part  of  our  school  a  success.

Each  child  was  weighed,  measured,  teeth  examined, 
throat,  glands,  skin  checked,  and  the  eyes  were 
tested.  This  gave  parents  an  opportunity  to  get 
corrections  made  before  school  opened  in  the  fall. 
I  attended  a  two  weeks'  summer  session  at  Ply- 
mouth Teachers'  College  on  Child  Guidance  which 
I  enjoyed  very  much,  and  which  proved  very 
beneficial.
